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INTERNATIONAL 


ATTEMPTS TO USE OLYMPICS AS MEANS OF POLITICAL BLACKMAIL CONDEMNED 
Moscow NOVOSTI DAILY REVIEW in English 15 Jan 80 pp 1-3

[Text] As the time of the colourful opening of the 1980 Moscow Olympic 
Games draws nearer, the world press notes that preparations for it are 
proceeding on a state level and are a matter of special concern of the 
Soviet government and public bodies. 


But as the worldwide holiday of young sportsmen draws near, the opponents 
of the Olympic movement are attacking it with ever greater frenzy. In the 
same anti-Olympic harness today we see politicians, who dislike the spirit 
of Helsinki, advocates of racism in sport, anti-Sovieteers of various radio 
and TV "Voices," and all kinds of double-dyed reactionaries. 


They are all displaying amazing unanimity in one more effort to reanimate 
the campaign of boycotting the Moscow Olympics, a campaign which, as 
everyone knows, has breathed its last on more than one occasion. 





The signal for reviving this disgraceful campaign was given this time by 
President Jimmy Carter's speech on US television on January 4, which exposed 
the line taken by the Washington administration to torpedo international 
detente and greatly aggravate Soviet-American relationships. With clearly 
no sober assessment of the international situation, and intending to use 
sports as a means of political blackmail, the President of the United States 
decided to cast doubt on his country's participation in the Moscow Games. 
But the idea of a boycott, as reported by UPI, was mentioned earlier, on 

New Year's Day, at a special NATO Council session in Brussels. So that 
there is direct evidence of action being planned in advance to wreck the 
1980 Summer Olympic Games in Moscow in pursuit of quite definite aggres- 
sive political aims. 


These schemes of the belligerent reactionaries, however, have come up 
against powerful resistance. A fitting rebuff has been given to the oppon- 
ents of the Moscow Games not only by the leaders of Olympic bodies of a 








number of countries of Africa, Asia and Europe, but also by prominent repre- 
sentatives of the Intermational Olympic Committee and statesmen. For 
instance, in a television address, Jean-Pierre Soisson, French Minister 

for Youth, Sport and Recreation, has spoken out against politics inter- 
fering in sport. 


Any attempts to boycott the Moscow Games have been strongly rejected by 
Willi Daume, President of the National Olympic Committee of the Federal 
Republic of Germany and a member of the IOC, and Berthold Beitz, an 
eminent West German industrialist. Following the well-known NATO Coun- 
cil session, Andrien van den Eyde, general secretary of the National 
Olympic Committee of Belgium, stated in an interview granted to the news- 
paper LE SOIR, that the athletes of his country would be going to Moscow 
irrespective of the government's stand. Sharp condemnation of the 
scheme, advanced by the American administration and certain reactionary 
circles of Western Europe, of staying out of the 1980 Summer Olympic 
Games, has been voiced by Franco Carraro, President of the National 
Olympic Committee of Italy (CONI). He has stated that “any competition, 
including the Olympic Games, should serve the ideas of unity and frater- 
nity among nations, and, under no circumstance, be used for political 
purposes." "It is not difficult to imagine," he says, “that a boycott 
of the Games inMoscow may, in general, lead to the ending of the Olympic 


mOo' ent. 


A similar attitude of the Olympians in Britain has been clearly expressed 
by Denis Follows, chairman of the British Olympic Association. 


Condemning the reactionaries’ manoeuvres, many sports officials of the 
developing countries are exposing the true aims of the opponents of the 
1980 Olympics. Lamine Ba, General Secretary of the Supreme Council for 
Sport in Africa, has pointed out that under the cover of the ballyhoo 
iinked with the campaign of boycott the British advocates of the racists 
are trying to legalize sports contacts with the South African rugby 
players. Stressing that the British Tory, who maintain close contacts 
with South Africa, are insisting upon a boycott of the Moscow Olympics, 
Senegalese newspaper LE SOLEIL writes: "These enemies of Africa and 
sport, who have not yet put up with the moves made by the independent 
African states to bar the South African racists from all Olympic arenas, 
are now ill-intentionally trying to sow commotion in the ranks of the 
Olympic movement." "Contrary to the political saboteurs, in Yaounde 
Africa declared its firm decision to participate in the Moscow Olympics," 
the daily writes in conclusion. 


And what was the reaction to the White House's provocative demarche in 
the USA itself? This is what the AP news agency wrote about the reac- 
tion of the US Olympic athletes: According to world record holder in 
swimming Linda Jezek, some members of the American selecting swimming 

















team were so much grieved by the news of the possible boycott of the 
Moscow Olympics that they wept. 


For all that, despite the obvious failure of their scheme, the cold war 
advocates are continuing their manoeuvres, making use of the outburst 

of anti-Soviet hysteria which is being deliberately fanned by the belli- 
cose circles of some Western countries. And they put their focr in it, 

because their new designs, which are full of stale matter, cannot mis- 


lead the world sports public, all sober-minded statesmen and public 
tigures. 


Reports coming in from Australia and Venezuela, Spain and Japan, Syria and 
Brazil sav that the Olympic athletes are prcetesting against the attempts 
to use their devotion to sport and to the festivals of unity as a trump 
card in the political gambling in the name of the cold war. The mighty 
wave of the support for the 1980 Olympics is gathering momentum and 
sweeping all the barriers raised in its way by the opponents of the 
Olympic movement, peace and detente. All the efforts of reactionaries are 
futile. No one can stop the mighty movement of the world's youth who are 
heading for their great holiday of sport, friendship and unity in the 
USSR's Olympic arenas.

SULTURE, INTERNATIONAL RELATIONS IN THE USSR

[Text] International unity and friendship of peoples belong among the 
ideals of mankind that have been proved by the ertire course of history. 
Solidarity and friendship of all nations and peoples of our country have 
been included in the Summary Report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 
25th CPSU Congress among the bright aspects of the Soviet way of life.+ 
The experience of the USSR in this regard has an importance that goes far 
beyond the frontiers of our Motherland. 


A study of the ways of establishing and strengthening friendly internation- 
al relations would be timely not only from the scientific point of view. 

As General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee 1.I. Brezhnev said, "na- 
tional relations in the society of mature socialism are a reality which .s 
constantly developing and which brings up new problems and tasks."2 In 
analyzing the development of these relations comprehensively, in interrela- 
tion with economic, political, social and psychological changes in society, 
historians make their contribution to optimizing the mechanism of operation 
of this sphere of social life. 


National relations in the USSR were considered for a long time primarily 

as relations between peoples on the whole, that is, most frequently as 
interrepublic relations at the institution level (via state and public or- 
gans). The chief spheres of attention of researchers have been economics, 
state construction, politics and culture. The authors pointed out the need 
for also considering psychology, which, in the words of V.I. Lenin, "is 
especially important in the national question,"3 but concrete examination 
of this sphere was restrained by a limitation of sources and not worked-out 
social-psychological aspects of national relations connected with interper- 
sonal relations of people. This article is dedicated namely to this aspect 
of national reletions. 





Specialists in ditferent fields of knowledge find their perspective positiom 
in the study of national relations. Philosophers, ec omists and political 
scientists are concentrating their attention on those aspects of national 
relations that are practiced on the state and institutional level, social 
psychologists--on the level of interpersonal relations; historians are in- 
terested in both the first and the second level. At the same time, it is 
perfectly clear that the character of interpersonal intercourse and the 
feelings and moods of people of these or those nationalities are by no 
means isolated but closely connected with the fact of how relations between 
peoples are formed on the level of state and public organizations.” The 
last-named aspects has always been in the field of vision of scientists. 
The present article examines the interrelation of various components of 
culture with interpersonul national relations at the present stage of de- 
velopment of Soviet society. 


Relations between people of different nationalities are an important factor 
of social development. Interpersonal relations find their manifestation in 
the behavior of people, their philosophic outlook, moral foundations, norms 
of behavior, attitudes toward other peoples (including attitudes toward con- 
tact with people of another nationality at work, in evervday life, during 
recreation «md so on) and national orientations. The study of interperson- 
al relations has become possible thanks to the development of concrete so- 
-iological studies, which began to be carried out in the field of national 
problems since the end of the '60s.© The results of this type of research 
have repeatedly been used as * source tor the study of the contemporary 
stage of development of Soviet society.’ We have made use of materials of 
ethnosociological research conducted in Moscow, Georgia, Uzbekistan, Esto- 
nia and RSFSR during 1971-1976. They were representative for the basic 
root nationality and Russians residing in Moldavian, Georgian, Uzbek and 
Estonian SSR. 


Carrying out of comparative interrepublic researches is a laborious and dif- 
ficult task. It is necessary to select republics in the main regions of the 
country whose materials would provide the means of judging the laws of so- 
cial and cultural development of nations, conditions determining interna- 
tional relations. The republics must be typical for the regions and at the 
same time have specific features that would make it possible to represent 
the diversity of national development. Selection of the republics was made 
on the basis of preliminary analysis of statistical data for 35 indicators 
of social and cultural development and was controlled by the method of tax- 
onomy. There were selected altogether eight "taxons," including republics 
with comparable characteristics. We used materials on typical republic. 
from five taxens. The selection included cities and villages [sels] of 
different type (according to size of population and functional designation). 
Colleagues of the sector of concrete sociological research of the Institute 
of Ethnography of the USSR Academy of Sciences and specially trained inter- 
viewers? interviewed more than 30,000 persons. Deviations from the general 





aggregate (the basic indigenous nationality and Russians in each republic) 
according to base characteristics established by statistics did not exceed 
5 percent (for example, according to sex and age). 


The research study whose materials were used here dealt with a broad range 
of questions. At the center of attention were problems of modification of 
the social structure of nations, level of cultural development, cultural 
orientation of people, correlation of elements of contemporary and tradi- 
tional, common Soviet and specifically national culture in the everyday life 
of the peoples, interpersonal national -elations. Investigation of these 
phenomena in different social groups and conditions in nations with varying 
Stages of urbanization makes it possible (of course, with a certain degree 
of conditionality and within the framework of the considered factors) to 
judge the tendencies of development of culture and its interconnection with 
national attitudes. The study of international relations was not the only 
or the chief aim of the investigation; they were considered among other 
problems of social and cultural development of peoples. At the sam time, 
analysis of them within the system of adequately diverse factors of a 
social-economic and cultural character opened up broad possibilities for 
disclosure of laws determining international relations. 


Clearly cognizant of limits in the study of social phenomena with the help 
of sociological studies, we by no means place an absolute stamp on their 
materials as well as on methods of processing with the aid of rather com 
plex mathematical procedures; in the process of analysis, we depend primar- 
ily on the logic of historical processes. The results of the surveys were 
compared with other sources reflecting the cultural interests of people and 
international relations (statistics of the Central Statistical Administra- 
tion, press materials, letters of workers to editors of newspapers, the 
radio, the other state institutions and so on). The advantages of the re- 
sults of sociological studies lie in the fact that they provide the means 
of tracing in the same groups of people their social, demographic, cultural 
and social-psychological characteristics, including their behavior in the 
sphere of international interactions. The complexity of the studied prob- 
lems due, a~ong other things, to the noncompleted state of processes has 
not always permitted any sort of final conclusions; for this reason, many 
subjects were considered here sooner in the order of formulation of ques- 
tions than as final judgments. 


It is possible to judge of the tendencies in a historical perspective on 
the basis of data of ethnosociological studies with the help of a compari- 
son of one and the same phenomena in different generations of people, who 
to a certain degree have imprinted on them traits of those values, ideals, 
views, which were particularly characteristic during the period of most 
active social forming of these generations. 


The laws of development of international relations at the persgnal level 
are essentially the same as in national relations as a whole.? at their 














basis lie sccial-economic and social-political factors. Solution of the 
national questions, successes in achieving actual economic and cultural 
equality of the peoples of the USSR, the general political situation in the 
country and the ideological atmosphere hindering the development of nation- 
alism and chauvinism constitute the main circumstances determining the 
friendly character of international intercourse. At the same time, special 
circumstances in the microenvironment are of importance in relations of 
peoples of different nationality--in the conditions of cities and villages 
of this or that republic and in specific collectives. These are, first of 
all, the social structure of peoples that are in direct contact with each 
other, an interest in achieving not only general but also specific goals 

in the process of interaction, the ethnic milieu, situational factors, dura- 
tion of contacts, their historical past, similarity in culture and psychol- 
ogical factors related to all of this. i 


Culture and its different components do not serve as a basic factors pro- 
gramming the character of international relations. Such are social-econ- 
omic and social-political conditions. At the same time similarities or 
differences in the cultures of contacting peoples constitute an important 
circumstance in the intercourse of people of different nationality. Of the 
components of culture and aspects of their study that are of significance 
to intercourse of people of different nationality, undoubtedly, there stand 
out ideology, moral principles of society, which are propagandized and cul- 
tivated by state and public organizations and are reflected in information 
transmitted by the communication media, in literature, works of art, text- 
books, especially on history and literature. In international intercourse, 
of importance is similarity or difference in the level of cultural develop- 
ment (especially education), in historical traditions and 43 everyday norms 
of behavior, customs and habits of the contacting peoples. 


Of essential significance to the development of friendly relations of people 
of different nationality is Marxirt-Leninist ideology, including interna- 
tionalism. It not only conditions the philosophic outlook of workers but 
also moral norms of behavior. A humane attitude toward people as a norm 

of intercourse found in Soviet society presupposes unconditional respect 

for people of any nationality. Ideas of equality, mutual aid, friendship 

of peoples, and an uncompromising attitude toward chauvinism and national- 
ism are propagandized through a ramified network of ideological institu- 
tions in the USSR. 


This aspect of ideological work is widely discussed in the literature. 14 
Today the work of mass information media on the plane of education of inter- 
nationalism and national self-awareness is illumined with the help of a 
qualitative and quantity method of analysis (content analysis). 


As we know, the Summary Report to the 23rd Congress of the CPSU Central 
Committee considered it necessary to accent attention not only on the 
processes of development of nations but also of their drawing closer. 




















"The economic and cultural ties of the peoples of the USSR are becoming in- 
creasingly closer and varied. A great process is in progress of drawing 
closer of peoples and strengthening of the indissoluble bonds of their 
friendship and fraternity, unity and solidarity," it was emphasized in the 
report of General Secretary of the CPSU Central Committee L.I. Brezhnev. 
It was noted in the materials of the congress that “onesidedness is fre- 
quently permitted: preeminence is given to the propaganda of the develop- 
ment of each nation and insufficient emphasis is placed on how nationwide 
traditions and tendencies of all of Soviet society come into being and are 
developed ¢ the process of drawing closer of nations is achieved in 
practice." 


The documents of the congress provided an ideological direction to the activ- 
ity of all propaganda media both centrally and locally. On the eve of the 
24th CPSU Congress in 1970 (this year preceded ethnosociological study in 
Moldavia), there appeared practically every day in the newspaper SOVETSKAYA 
MOLDAVIYA materials on the life of other republics, on their achievements 
and articles or notices propagandizing the results of cooperation and mutual 
aid of peoples and Soviet internationalism. Each third report published in 
the newspaper contained material contributing to the cultivation of interna- 
tionalism. Each tenth report on contemporary life was dedicated to economic 
or cultural cooperation. Such a correlation of materials in the newspaper 
was maintained to the middle of the 1970s,18 Propagandizing of friendship 
and drawing closer of peoples is also conducted on television.19 ‘he ideo- 
logical atmosphere of affirmation of international friendship in the USSR 
attests to the characteristic traits of the Soviet way of life; this atmo- 
sphere ensures norms of behavior dictated by the social system. 


A significant channel contributing to the formation of people's world out- 
look and of norms of behavior amd morality predominant in society is educa- 
tion. It is not only a repository of knowledge expanding the picture of the 
world but also directed education. Both the one and the other aspect are of 
importance to international relations. Education provides an idea of other 
peoples and an understanding of their past and place in the historical pro- 
cess, At the same time, it creates the necessary level for similarity of 
impressions, a tendency toward the same reactions to events and phenomena 
and, finally, a common character to the way of life; it therefore contrib- 
utes to greater mutual understanding in international intercourse. 


Not only in science but also in everyday understanding of people, national 
prejudices frequently bind to a certain cultural backwardness and narrow 
ness of notions of the world, their culture, experience of the past and 
contemporary development. It is natural to suppose that raising of the 
level of knowledge is of special importance to overcoming prejudices among 
less educated groups of the population. The results of the first ethno- 
sociological studies confirmed this supposition, 2° At the same time, it be- 
came clear that the positive effect of growth of education on international 
intercourse was especially noticeable among those peoples whose culture in 

















recent decades has been very dynamic, distinguished not only by a high rate 
of growth of education, but also being transformed in content while 
quickly accumulating new fields of knowledge and artistic creativity and 
changing the correlation of traditional and contemporary culture. 


Education “removes™ prejudice in the sphere of both work and informal inter- 
course. Among city dwellers with a 7-l0-year education, practically 90 per- 
cent of the Moldavians and more than 80 percent of the Uzbeks (they can ex- 
perience greater language difficulties) that the national make-up of the 
collective is of no importance to them. At the same time, in the cities 
among semiliterate and illiterate Moldavians and Uzbeks (these are primar- 
ily people of the older generation), such an opinion is held one-third less 
than among people with a secondary education. About 60 percent (town and 
country) of Moldavians with an education of up to four vears believe that 

in marriages of their daughters, sons, sisters and brothers, the nationality 
of his or her partner is of no importance and among those who have completed 
7-10 years such an opinion is held by 70 to 82 percent. 


Education, however, is not always able to completely overcome old traditions. 
In Uzbekistan it has a very positive effect m international relations in tte 
production sphere where they largely depend on the present concrete situa- 
tion (and this situation is favorable). At the same time, it has no 
visibie effect on attitude toward mixed marriages. Endogamic marriages 

form « solid part of the general system of traditional culture among Central 
Asian peoples. The attitude toward interethnic marriages is the result of 
deep-rooted traditions. The latter are still strong among the older genera- 
tion, which in addition is less educated. Under the conditions of deeply- 
rooted unconditional respect toward elders, it is not simple for the young- 
er and middle generation to “overstep" in the family because of tradition. 
Consequently, the preference for endogamic marriages among Central Asian 
peoples by no means attests to ethnocentrist directions in other spheres of 
intercourse and narrow-national orientation as a whole. 


Growth of education exerts a positive influence on the overcoming of pre- 
judices also among the pecples of the Transcaucasus region, where a signif- 
icant jump in the level of cultural development was made back in prewar 
years. During the ‘50s and ‘60s, a rapid rise in educational level occurred 
here, encompassing broader groups of the population, especially in rural 
districts. And this has had a favorable effect especially on attitudes 

to mixing in industry. Among Georgians with an education higher than 7 
years, one-third more people attach no importance to nationality in labor 
contacts than among those with an education of up to 7 years (in rural 

areas the tendency is the same). 


The situation is different in areas where a certain minimum education has 
historically been a customary phenomenon as, for example, in Estonia. 

For a comparatively extended period, the entire population of this republic 
has been characterized by a known minimim of education, while traditions 














have not established such a rigid taboo on international marriages as, for 
example, among Moslem peoples. Growth of education under conditions of the 
Soviet power, which took place simultaneously with establishment of Marxist- 
Leninist ideology of internationalism, contributed to overcoming prejudices, 
but owing to historical reasons and cultural traditions, it has not effected 
here international intercourse so markedly as in regions, which in the past 
Significantly lagged in cultural development. At the present time, among 
Estonians and Russians, and also among other nationalities in Estonia, dif- 
ferences in attitude toward international intercourse are most insignificant 
according to educational groups. It is most important that all these nu- 
ances in differences occur on a background of predominantly friendly, pleas- 
ant interpersonal relations. This takes place in the practical absence of 
conflicts on national grounds among multinational collectives and broadly 
friendly and even kindred contact. 


Education is only one of the more obvious indicators of people's level of 
culture, and, of course, it is not only it that expands the range of cultur- 
al ideas and contributes to the overcoming of prejudices. Of importance al- 
so is the total volume of social-political and artistic information, which 
provides a basis for international comparisons and a broader historical view 
of the experience of surrounding peoples, that is, it removes ths narrowly 
national approach to the understanding of events and phenomena. In the 
same direction, the spread of bilingualism and mastery of the Russian lan- 
guage as a language of international intercourse is in operation. Of course, 
expansion of cultural horizons is of varying significance for international 
relations among different social-occupational groups; it naturally exerts a 
more positive influence on workers primarily of physical labor. 


A special role in multinational regions belongs to such an element of cul- 
ture as mastery of the Russian language. The Russian language is not only 
the means of international intercourse but also an important channel for 
mastery of the knowledge and achievements accumulated by the other peoples 
of the USSR and to a significant degree of world civilization. Investiga- 
tion of public opinion in the republics confirms the positive effect of the 
spread of the Russian language, especially its mastery during school age, 
on the establishment of international views. Among rural inhabitants a 
positive attitude is displayed toward working in international collectives 
among more than 80 percent of bilingual Georgians and Estonians and about 
60 percent of persons either knowing poorly or not knowing at all the Rus-~- 
sian language. Lack of knowledge of the language of international inter- 
course constitutes a real and psychological barrier. Even an inadequate 
knowledge of it includes a person in such intercourse. For groups of the 
population with a lower level of education and not particularly developed 
cultural interests, spread of the Russian language serves as a particularly 
important means of eliminating national narrowness of views and behavior. 
As shown by special studies, the most effective channels of spread of the 
Russian language in this case are the school and the army. 3 

















The concrete study of language processes in our country, including with the 
aid of sociological surveys of the population, attests to the fact that the 
general tendency is everywhere the spread of national-Russian bilingualism 
--the functioning of kindred languages together with the spread of the Rus- 
sian language as the language of international intercourse.24 In this 
connection, the degree of orientation toward the Russian language varies. 
In most autonomous republics, the desire to teach children the Russian 490- 
guage greatly exceeds the possibilities presented by the school system. 

In the union republics, “language” orientations are closer to the existing 
relation of those studying in the national or Russian lanpuage. But even 
in republics with a predominant orientation toward the national language 
for studies as, for example in Georgia, those wishing to provide an educa- 
tion for their children in the Russian language with study in school of some 
classes in the national language and others in the Russian language turned 
out to be more than the actually studying children in such schools (in ex- 
cess of 20 percent versus 35 percent). 


Judging by the results of research, orientation toward study of the Russian 
language corresponds as a rule to internationalist aims. Among Georgians 
who believe that it is better for children to study in the Russian language 
or in some classes in the national and others in the Russian, more than 80 
percent attach no significance to nationality in production contacts; among 
those  -eferring to teach children at school in the Georgian language, such 
4.” opi .or is maintained by one-third fewer people. Among people oriented 
toward study in Russian or two languages, a more positive attitude toward 
nationally mixed marriage is maintained in all social groups (the difference 
being approximately one-third--data for the rural population). Of course, 
the need for one or the other language is dictated primarily by objective 
circumstances--ethnic milieu, opportunities for further study in one or the 
other language and the like. Nonetheless orientation toward study of the 
Russian language under certain circumstances may serve as a kind of indica- 
tor of international relations. 


For the Russian population in the republics, especially with a high share of 
the basic indigenous nationality, a knowledge of a second language, which in 
such a case is the language of the numerically predominating nationality, is 
very important; it is important not only for linguistic international inter- 
course but also for social-psychological adaptation as a whole. A convinc- 
ing example of this is the Russian population of Estonia: the share of 
those who attach no importance to nationality in work contacts among Rus- 
sians knowing the Estonian language is one-third larger than among those 

not knowing it. The experience of interviews with the Russian population 

of Georgia also attests that among Russians knowing the Georgian language, 
especially “old inhabitants," preference for life in George is widespread, 
and attitudes toward international contacts and traditions of the local 
population are most favorable. 

















Prevalance of bilingualism, education, cultural practices--all these are 
measures with undoubted difficulty of attainment but are sufficiently amen- 
able to state and social regulation. In practice, these channels of influ- 
encing convictions and behavior of people have always been used; today 
their possibilities are far from exhausted. We therefore have in mind a 
more attentive consideration of regional features connected with the ethnic 
structure of the population, historical-cultural traditions, the concrete 
social situation of intercourse and also with the need of differentiation 
of measures of a cultural character, which may be effective in different 
social-occupational groups and in town and country. 


In each of the cultural components, the ratio of the general and particu- 
larly national, of course, varies. National features in the sphere of sci- 
entific and vocational knowledge are least reserved. And speaking of the 
relation of this cultural component to international relations, its influ- 


ence on the positive side is manifested primarily through the educational 
system, 


Such a fundamental component of culture as ideology serves as a powerful 
factor that is capable of unifying or separating peoples. This also ap- 
plies to state ideology and religion. The historical experience of the 
peoples has accumulated many examples of what diversified forms ideology 
and religion may assumeand how much these may split or unite peoples. In 
the Soviet Union, the dominance of state ideology--Marxism Leninism, in- 
separable from internationalism, is combined with the atheism of the maj- 
ority of the population. This, of course, creates extremely favorable con- 
ditions for international intercourse. 


The ideology of internationalism permeates the sphere of professional art- 
istic culture. In this sphere the combination of the international and 
national is disclosed most clearly. Internationalism in the content of 
literature and art is combined with their national form. The national col- 
oring of the music and dances is capable of affecting emotionally the feel- 
ings of people. Embodied in literature and drama,it obliges one especially 
to live through the events and fates of their heroes. The actual content 

of literary and dramatic works, motion-picture scenarios, librettos of op- 
eras and ballets and even the subjects of dances and themes of songs fre- 
quently deal with events from history or the contemporary life of the people. 
They are capable of arousing the feeling of national pride and responsibil- 
ity for the fate of one's people. Internationslism as an essential ideolog- 
ical basis of artistic works printed on a mass scale does not mean the ab- 
sence in them of a nationally specific character. 


Artistic wor s of ell genres reflect those norms of outlook and behavior, 
those ideals which re predominant in society, while at the same time 
their authors always try "with the word to fire the hearts of people" and 
to influence public opinion. Moreover, the artistic intelligentsia more 
than other strata of society is not indifferent to the fate of national 




















culture. All this constitutes expressive interweaving of internationalist 
ideology and national interests and feelings accumulated in artistic cul- 
ture and makes particularly interesting the question of the relation of the 
attachment of people to this culture to their behavior and attitude toward 
international contacts. Ome might expect that those who are particularly 
attached to their national culture in art—music, dance, poetry and litera- 
ture--are more inclined to relations primarily in their own national milieu, 
while people who are more actively interested in the literature and art of 
other peoples will automatically manifest a greater orientation toward in- 
ternational contacts. But such a direct and close connection between ori- 
entations toward one's own national or other national professional artistic 
culture and aspirations for international contacts were not to be traced in 
the materials of the mass interviews. 


Consequently, under our conditions, even where people primarily turn to 
their national artistic culture, they are by no means ethnocentrists. The 
professional culture of peoples is one in its social-political and ideolog- 
ical content and, in the form in which it reaches the viewer, reader or 
listener, it, as a rule, does not arouse in them opposition to other peoples 
(of course, there are occasional exceptions, but we are discussing here mass 
manifestations). Knowledge of the achievements of the artistic culture of 
other peoples can contribute to the recognition and growth of mutual respect 
of pec» es and to the strengthening of friendly international relations. 

Tut ec cly the effect af diffusion of artistic culture of other peoples 
posses .s a certain unique character in its apprehension by different groups 
of the population. 


The intelligentsia ordinarily shows the rreatest interest in culture found 
in the all-union and world fund of the achievements of civilization and in 
other national cultures; at the same time, it does not always differ from 
other social strate, particularly from skilled workers because of the great 
internationalism of their views. The main mass of personnel of physical 
labor from the point of view of direct occupational interests shows little 
connection with the national forms of culture of other peoples. Their in- 
terest in this field is most frequently emotional in its character. There- 
fore, for them introduction to the culture of other peoples, like the spread 
of the language of international intercourse, possesses a special signifi- 
cance in the expansion of general outlook and elimination of national 
prejudices. 


For international intercourse, not only social but also unique cultural 
hebitats and proups based on interests. For example, a form of "subculture" 
is to be found in the so-called youth subculture. And the more dynamic the 
culture of a people, the more significant the influence of this subculture. 
Among the Moldavians, the peoples of Central Asia, Kazakhstan and a number 
of others, transmission of cultural innovations (transmission of new models 
of oehavior), as shown by studies, proceeds to a significant degree from the 
more educated and erudite youth to the older generation, especially under 

















rural conditions. Youth culture is a more integrated, interuational cul- 
ture. It destroys national isolation, making easier thereby mutual under- 
Standing of peoples. It is evidently no accident that among the Uzbek 
youth (including rural youth) who are interested in the literature, music 
and dances of other peoples and know the Russian language extremely few 
retain national prejudices, actually one half less than among the older 
generation which is oriented essentially solely toward its traditional 
national culture. 





National orientations are a broad concept. We spoke above of orientations 
in artistic culture in which tastes and preferences are capable of changing 
rather quickly. But among many peoples of our country, the influence of 
traditional, normative and behavioral culture is still strong in everyday 
life. This is manifested both material (in habits regarding national 
food or certain parts of dress, shapes of housing, types of structure and 
so forth) and in spiritual culture (accepted norms of behavior, inter- 
course, customs, rituals and the like). The vitality of each of these 
cultural elements various and the degree of their occurrence in this or 
that nationality differs. In everyday life, just as in labor or social 
life, the behavioral culture of people of all nationalities achieves re- 
semblances through socio-normative establishments that are common to all 
Soviet society. But in everyday life, traditional customs and norms are 
more stable and exert an influence on international intercourse. 


Intranational marriages, for example, may be in a number of cases not the 
result of a deliberate desire not to merge with other peoples but rather 

a habitual norm established under the influence of traditions. Thus, among 
the Uzbeks, the attitude toward mixed marriages is clearly incorporated in 
the traditional complex of behavioral culture. Among those who are adher- 
ents of strict observance of traditions in birthing rituals and among be- 
li.vere observing religious holidays and strictly preferring national 

dress, there are twice as many people who are unfavorably inclined to mixed 
national marriages. In cities where Uzbeks come into direct contact with 
representatives of other nationalities, no less thaa 20 percent of them 
(from different social groups) responded that they would not object if 
their closest relatives, sisters, brothers or children married persons of 
other nacionalities under the condition of observance by the latter of Uzbek 
national customs. Moreover, the preference for intranational marriages, as 
a rule, is not connected among Uzbeks with national exclusiveness in other 
spheres of intercourse. This is confirmed by the fact that Uzbeks have wide 
contacts with representatives of other nationalities, including Russians, 
Ukrainians, Tadzhikz both in production and among friends. (From 80 to 90 
percent--according to social groups--among people with an education of high- 
er than 7 years in the countryside, believe that nationality is of no impor- 
tance in work contacts). 


Among other peoples even in the past, there existed no traditions of strict 
preference for intranational marriages, while international contacts in the 
cities were a historically customary phenomenon. At the same time, the 





complex of traditional social culture is adequately expressed among then. 
Among Moldavians, for example, the custom of the prestige of elders is not 
so obligatory (40 percent of Moldavians and Russians living in Moldavia 
consider it necessary to consult with parents in regard to getting married) 
and the same applies to rigidness of supremacy of men in the family, but nae 
tional customs and festivities are rather widespread (70 percent of Moldav- 
ians were for marriage celebrations according to national traditions). All 
these traditions in the everyday sphere are to a certain extent related 
to international relations. Among those Moldavians who prefer to celebrate 
a wedding according to national ceremony, it is considered necessary to ask 
permission to get married of parents, and holidays of symbolic religious 
significance are commemorated, while something of the national dress is 
worn, that is, among people who adhere to tradition (in this group, there 
are more people of older age groups, who are also engaged in less skilled 
labor), the group of those preferring intranational marriages is somewhat 
larger (8-10 percent). The same is to be observed among Russians and 
Ukrainians residing in Moldavia. 


The tendency here is such that the less rigidity there is in observance of 
traditional norms of behavior among nationalities and in social groups, 

the smaller are the barriers to international intercourse. As for those 
elemerts of the traditional culture that are dying out (this applies first 
and ‘ cemost to religion), the fact of their dying out frees people from 
notic s oft preference for intranational intercourse. Of course, atheism 
does not automatically remove completely the former influence of religion 
on international intercourse. We know that in the past religion permeated 
various norms of man's behavior in society and had a significant impact on 
national culture. Therefore even today, when people are being freed of 
religious ideology, not all of them remain indifferent to historically cre- 
ated traditions of their people, including customs and norms of behavior in 
which religion has left its traces. 


From the point of view of the scale of dispersal of traditional culture, 
estonians strongly differ from Uzbeks and to a certain degree from Moldavi- 
ans. Among city dwellers in their country only 22 percent hold the opinion 
of the necessity of getting the agreement of their parents to their deci- 
sion to get married, 51 percent are against divorces; among Uzbeks such 
views are held respectively by 88 and 84 percent. A rather small group of 
Estonians adheres to exclusive national orientation in choice of food, 
dress and even in rituals. Not more than 19 percent of Estonians in town 
and country are unfavorably inclined to mixed national marriages. Natural- 
ly, such broad freedom in regard to many traditional norms was not always 
to be found among Estonians to the same degree as today. Obligatory asking 
of permission to marry is considered necessary by i2-15 percent of Estoni- 
ans aged 20-24 and 30-39 in the city and 13-21 percent in the country, but 
the same opinion on the part of those 50 years and older is shared by 29 
percent of urban Estonians and 33 percent of rural dwellers.2© The same 














narrowing of the sphere of rigid norms of traditional behavior here as 
among other peoples is a phenomenon related to urbanization and dissemina- 
tion of modern culture. 


The absence of strict rules of solving the question of marriage together 
with parents and more liberal norms of interrelations of young and old 
people, husband and wife still does not mean the absence of accepted rules 
of etiquette of mixing among the broad strate of the Estonian population. 

in particular, the possibility exists that among peoples with greater urban- 
ization and absence of “patriarchal” cultural traits, such norms, for exam 
ple, as table etiquette and rules of dress for this or that life situation 
(work contacts, evening wear and the like), accepted by people as a sign of 
culture, may play no less a role than the emphasized respect toward elders 
among other peoples. In contacts with persons of another nationality in 
whose culture it is permissible not to observe these rules, such "apostasy" 
may leave a definite imprint. “Living” forms of behavioral culture frequent- 
ly contribute to an interethnic comparison of “we-they." Researchers, mak- 
ing a special study of factors of national identification and interetiinic 
comparison, point out that habits, manners of behavior and rituals occupy in 
practice ?second place in importance after language. 


Naturally, it is interesting that such a model of interaction of traditional 
forms with interethnic relations in which the layer of these norms is still 
sufficiently strong, but the urbanization of the people is also quite high. 
Among Georgians in the urban milieu, the attitude toward international con- 
tacts was found te be little related to adherence to traditional norms. 

The tendency toward international contacts at work and in everyday life 
does not markedly differ among groups strictly adhering to traditional 
norms in relations with parents, between man and wife, in relation to women 
and in contacts of relatives with preference for national cooking and the 
like and those aot adhering to these norms. Only the attitude toward re- 
ligion continues to make itself known to some degree. Among believers 
celebrating religious holiarys and favoring baptism of children, the 
share of those positively inclined in regard to work in mltinational col- 
lectives is 6-10 percent smaller. Thus, among nations with a relatively 
stable system of traditional normative behavior culture, urbanization 
accelerates the process of liberation from many former rigid traditional 
rules of intercourse and weakens their influence in national contacts. 


In the countryside, the attitude toward international intercourse in pro- 
duction, just as in the city, is practically not connected to adherence to 
norms of traditional culture, but the atticude toward mixed national mar- 
riages, on the contrary, has rather a close connection. Those Georgians in 
rural localities who prefer intranational marriages adhere, as a rule, to 
the opinion of the necessity of concluding marriages only with the consent 
of the parents (85 percent), maintain close blood contacts (85 percent of 
them mix in their free time primarily with relatives) ,28 and most of them 

















(66 percent) favor holding marriages in accordance with national] ritual and 
retain the traditional distribution of roles between men and women in the 
family (80 percent). At the same time, among Georgians and also the Uzbeks, 
the attitude toward marriages with persons of another nationality does not 
mean a narrow national orientation in other spheres of contacts--at work 
and among friends. Among Georgians (even in rure] localities, where tradi- 
tions are stronger), just as among Estonians. almost half preferring endo- 
gamic marriages, a positive attitude is found at the same time toward inter- 
national contacts in production. 


Thus, the persistent retention of traditional norms in everyday cuiture, 
undoubtedly influencing interethnic orientations in the everyday sphere, 
does not by any means predetermine that national limitedness is inherent 

in a given people. Of course, traditional similarity of cultures of peoples 
coming into contact with each other under other favorable circumstances is 
capable of significantly making easier their relations (Slavic peoples-- 
Russians, Belorussians, Ukrainians--find it easier to mix by virtue of close- 
ness of language and also because of a common origin, similar norms of be- 
havior in everyday life, habits and so on). In the case of genetic differ- 
ences in the culture of peoples, relations, especially in everyday life, re- 
quire definite psychological adaptation to customs differing in perception 
of one and the same phenomena (for example, measured rhythm of talk, the 

unh' eried reactions of Uzbeks or Tadzhiks is considered as proper behavior, 
while te the Russian or Ukrainian, this first seems odd, for such behavior 
by a Russian, Belorussian or Ukrainian will be considered in their ethnic 
milieu as a certain sluggishness). 


Just as a high level of a people's cultural development and education of 

the population removes prejudices out is not a unique all-healing remedy 
against them, so "wiping out” of trict traditional norms of behavioral 
everyday culture is capable of eas(ng international contacts but cannot 
serve as a panacea to national limitedness. The character of international 
relations in any concrete environment, just as in the whole, does not depend 
on any one condition but is the result of an entire complex of social- 
economic and political conditions, historical experience of relations and 
cultural factors and different situational aspects. 


The process of drawing closer of cultures, stimulated by growing industri- 
alization and urganization of society, constantly erpands the objective 
base for friendly international contacts. This process has its social 
sound--equalizing of the levels of education creates a basis for social 
growth and the feeling of satisfaction of national interests and at the 
same time results in similarity of perception of reality and of needs and 
requirements, that is, it increases the possibility for a still greater 
mutual understanding of peoples. At the same time, other aspects of the 
process of drawing closer of the cultures of the Soviet peoples social and 
psychological consequences--growth of common Soviet elements and those 
taken from other nations in the culture of each people remove from people 

















of different nationalities the psychological feeling of historical-cultural 
and everyday differences between them and make easier their mutual under- 
Stand‘ng. With the spread of integrated Soviet norms of morality and ac- 
cepted modes of behavior, there is a reduction of the zone of retention of 
traditional specifics in everyday life, and this creates more favorable con- 
ditions for international intercourse. 
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LATVIAN MEAT, MiLK CONSTRUCTION PLAN NOT FULFILLED

[Text] The Latvian SSR Council of Ministers met and reviewed the results 
of fulfillment of the State Economic and Social Development Plan and the 
republic State Budget for the first nine months of 1979. 


It was noted at the meeting that republic industry met the nine-month plan 
for amount of output sold, production of a majority of items in physical 
terms, and also for labor productivity growth. The volume of industrial 
production increased 0.4 percent as compared with the corresponding 1978 
period and labor productivity grew 0.3 percent. As compared with the first 
half of this year, the rates of state purchases of milk, livestock and poul- 
try increased somewhat. The plan for shipping freight by motor transport 
Was met. 


At the same time, the plan was not met for a number of very important in- 
dicators -- state purchases of basic types of agricultural output, capital 
construction, amount of retail trade turnover, and sales of personal ser- 
vices to the population. There was considerable lag at enterprises of the 
ministries of meat and dairy industry, building materials industry and con- 
struction. 


Republic kolkhozes and state farms failed to meet plans for the production 
and sale of stockraising output to the state. In a number of rayons -- 
Yelgavskiy, Bauskiy, Aluksnenskiy, Liyepayskiy, Ogrskiy, Dobel'skiy, Tse- 
sisskiy, Kuldigskiy, Ludzenskiy and Gulbenskiy -- feed producement work 
was insufficiently active and poorly organized. 


The meeting noted unsatisfactory capital construction plan fulfillment. A 
number of production facilities, including ones at the "Usma"’ Drain Pipe 
Plant and the Kalntsiyemskiy Building Materials Combine, have not been put 
into operation. The ministries of construction and building materials in- 
dustry failed to carry out the Latvian SSR Council of Ministers instruction 
as it concerns eliminating lag in the construction of own production bases. 
The lag continues in the installation of a number of other projects as well. 








Individual ministries and departments are not meeting plans for payments to 
the budget from profit. 


The Latvian SSR Council of Ministers has obligated the ministers and lead- 
ers of state committees and departments to review the results of plan ful- 
fillment for the first nine months and to take steps to eliminate the short- 
comings revealed in the work of subordinate associaticns and enterprises in 
order to ensure unconditional fulfillment of plan assignments for the year. 
Particular attention was focused on further raising the technical level and 
quality of output being produced by industry. 


The Ministry of Agriculture and the rayon Soviets of People's Deputies is- 
polkoms have been instructed to take steps to complete as quickly as pos- 
sible work on gathering the harvest anc procuring agricultural produce, to 
accelerate the sowing of winter crops and the plowing of fall crops, to 
prepare equipment for spring sowing, the storage and efficient use of feed 
on each kolkhoz and sovkhoz, the fastest possible completion of prepara- 
tion of all stockraising premises for the winter. 


Concrete measures called upon to facilitate meeting the plans for this year 
have also been determined for other ministries and departments of the Lat- 
vian SSR and the ispolkoms of rayon and city Soviets of People's Deputies. 
They and the enterprises of union subordination located in the republic have 
been instructed to review the question of the status of fuel, electricity, 
thermal energy and secondary fuel and energy resources use and to take ad- 
ditional steps to meet fuel, electric and thermal energy economy and expen- 


diture reduction assignments.

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LATVIAN INDUSTRY, LABOR SUPPLY PROBLEMS

[Text] The fourth year of the 10th Five-Year Plan is drawing to a close. 
Socialist competition for a worthy greeting to the 62nd anniversary of the 
Great October Socialist Revolution has been widely developed in the repub- 
lic. Over the last nine months, laborers of Soviet Latvia have achieved 
new successes in further developing the national economy and carrying out 
the program of social measures outlined by the 25th CPSU Congress. The 
plan for sales of industrial output was met 101 percent. Output worth 46 
million rubles was sold above the plan, and about half of that was consumer 
goods. 


The collectives of the "Al'fa" production association, the "Straume" and 
"Kompressor" plants, the Ventspils Ventilator Plant and many other leading 
enterprises made an important contribution to these achievements. Food in- 
dustry has the best work indicators, as a whole, of all branches of the na- 
tional economy. 


Output quality has improved significantly. As of 1 October 1979, industrial 
enterprises of the republic were producing 2,648 items which had been awarded 
the state Badge of Quality, including 2,256 different consumer goods and 392 
production-technical items. During the last nine months alone, the badge of 
Quality was awarded for the first time to 892 new products. The proportion 
of such items reached 18.4 percent of the total industrial output volume. 

As compared with the corresponding period last year, the number of goods 

with the honored pentangle increased 31.2 percent. 


The considerable work done in recent years at republic industrial enter- 
prises to introduce the comprehensive quality control system (KSUKP) has 
had an effect. As of 1 October, introduction of this system was complete 
at 125 production associations and enterprises, or 35 percent of the total 
number of enterprises on independent balances.

While justifiably noting the major successes in improving product quality, 
it must at the same time be admitted that this work still requires further 
expansion and improvement. The proportion of output of the highest quality 
category in the socialist obligations of republic laborers was to have been 
19.5 percent in 1979 and 25 percent in 1980. This signifies that the rates 
of growth in the production of output awarded the Badge of Quality should 
be significantly accelerated in the fourth quarter of this year, and es- 
pecially next year. 


These rates could have been higher the first three quarters of this year 
had 18 republic enterprises not failed to meet the plan for producing out- 
put with the Badge of Quality by a total of 13.2 million rubles, including 
3.9 million rubles at the "“Liyepaysel'mash" plant, 3.5 million rubles at 
the REZ plant and 3.3 million rubles at the Rezeknenskiy Milking Machine 
Plant. 


The fact that individual enterprises are fighting insufficiently effectively 
to improve the quality of their output and do not place a high value on 
their plant brand is also borne out by the fact that the republic Ministry 
of Trade's State Jnspectorate for Trade and Goods Quality has rejected as 
defective or lowered the quality category for rather large lots of indivi- 
dual consumer goods, among which are footwear produced by the "1 May" pro- 
duction association, individual types of fabric produced by the “Rigas Manu- 
faktuca™ production association, and presswood, wood-fiber and laminated 
wood sheet produced by the Bolderayskiy Complete Wood Processing Combine. 


One of the primary shortcomings in the work of republic industry should be 
considered the presence of a significant number of lagging enterprises. 
Thus, during the first nine months, the plan for product sales was not met 
by 58 enterprises, or 17 percent of the total. They failed to sell output 
valued at 33 million rubles. There are an especially large number of lag- 
ging enterprises in the system of the Ministry of Building Materials In- 
dustry -- 13 and the Ministry of Forestry and Lumber Industry -- 10. The 
plan was not met by 16 enterprises of union subordination, among which are 
the "Latbumprom" and "Radiotekhnika" production associations, the REZ and 
"Sarkana Evaygzne" plants, the Valmiyerskiy Fiberglass Plant and several 
others. 


In connection with the critical shortage of labor resources in the republic, 
the sole way of further developing branches of material production is to in- 
crease labor productivity. Unfortunately, many enterprises have not paid 
the proper attention to this most important indicator of growth in produc- 
tion efficiency: 82 enterprises, or one in every four labor collectives, 
failed to meet the planned labor productivity assignment for the past nine 
months. At the same time, considerable losses of working time were per- 
mitted at republic industriai enterprises. Reducing these losses by just 
half would enable us to increase labor productivity in republic industry by 
an additional 0.3 percent. 
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It should be noted in this regard that the largest losses of working time 
were permitted in those very enterprises not meeting the labor productivity 
plar. The highest percentage of losses of working time occurred due to ab- 
sences with administration permission and idle time associated with unsat- 
isfactory production and labor organization. However, quite a few absences 
without permission were found at enterprises of the Ministry of Building 
Materials Industry, the Ministry of Forestry and Lumber Industry, the Min- 
istry of Procurement, the experimental hydrometeorological instruments 
plant and the “Liyepaysel'mash" plant, which testifies to unsatisfactory 
labor discipline. At many enterprises insufficient work is being done to 
educate and secure personnel, resulting in higher personnel turnover, which 
also has a negative effect on labor productivity growth. However, party 
committees and bureaus, the administration and public organizations have 
not always evaluated such instances in a highly principled manner. 


A number of enterprises are not observing state discipline in terms cf de- 
livering output in the agreed-upon assortment stemming from economic agree- 
ments concluded and marketing organization job authorizations accepted for 
execution. Thus, during the last nine months the plan for output sales in 
conformity with delivery obligations was not met by 168 enterprises. In 
this regard, 115 of them fulfilled and overfulfilled the overall output 
Sales plan. This testifies to the incorrect tendency of certain economic 
leaders to carry out the sales plan in cost terms by overfulfilling the 
plan for individual types of output for which the demand is being met, as 
well as by producing output of secondary importance. Such actions put sup- 
plier enterprises and other consumers in a difficult position. 


This has been spoken of more than once in the economic reviews published 
regularly by SOVETSKAYA LATVIYA. However, enterprise leaders try to find 
various justifications in response to justified criticism of them. This 
will be impermissible in the future. This fourth quarter, negligent sup- 
pliers will need not only to take decisive steps to pay off their debts, 
but will also have to prepare properly for work next year, bearing in mind 
that, in accordance with the CPSU Central Committee and USSR Council of Min- 
isters Decree "On Improving Planning and Strengthening the Influence of the 
Economic Mechanism on Improving Production Efficiency and Work Quality," 
the indicator of sales plan fulfillment while meeting delivery obligations 
will become one of the primary indicators when evaluating enterprise acti- 
vity. Party committees must have a major say in this. More active use 
must be made of the experience of the leading enterprises, and especially 
of those representing the republic at the USSR Exhibit of Economic Achieve- 
ments. 


Thus, along with its achievements, republic industry has a number of sub- 
stantial shortcomings. The task is to put all unused reserves to work and 
in so doing ensure unconditional fulfillment of the 1979 plan and the as- 
signments of the 10th Five-Year Plan. 
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STEALING OF GRAIN IN ZSTONIA

{Text} No, we are not yet rid of people who are not adverse, when they get 
the chance, to sticking their hands into the state's pockets for their own 
gain. 


Edgar Kaldoya and Lembit Yukht lived in N'yu village, until recently. One 
wanted to get rid of stolen sovkhoz grain a little quicker and the other 
wanted to buy it a little cheaper. The dealing was brief and the "partners" 
agreed on a price right away. 


That same day, "N'yu" sovkhoz driver L. Yukht hauled "Mironovskaya-880" 
winter wheat seed from the warehouse to the field and the seed drills. The 
last run, with 2,220 kg of choice grain, he made to the cozy cottage of E. 
Kaldoya, a lathe operator in the sovkhoz maintenance shop. The stolen grain 
was quickly transferred to a roomy shed. After receiving 240 rubles on the 
spot, L. Yukht, satisfied with his deal, drove quickly home. But the sale 
was soon discovered. The thieves were caught red-handed. They had to load 
the grain into a dump truck and haul it back to the sovkhoz warehouse.... 


Soon they stood before the people's court of Tartuskiy Rayon, where each 
received his just desserts: E.Kaldoya was sentenced to two and a half years 
and L. Yukht to two years deprivation of freedom. In view of the fact that 
neither had previously been charged with criminal acts, the court decided 

to consider the indicated punishment conditional and obligated those con- 
victed to work for the indicated periods at a place determined by the organ 
carrying out the sentence. 


A similar case happened in the neighboring "Elva" sovkhoz. There, the role 
of stolen sovkhoz grain buyer was played by senior engineer Reyn Krillo 
from the Elva Cooperative. He bought 280 kg of elite "Otra" barley seed 
from tractor drivers Yuriy Sill and Sergey Telebuk for...two bottles of 
"Ekstra": To complete the picture, let us add that the stolen grain was 
hauled off by sovkhoz driver Khel'gi Kants. 











Stolen grain was sold at an even more reasonable price at the "Vynnu” sov- 
khoz. Clever housewives loanna Rebana and Aliza Kroon managed to buy 525 
kg of barley seed from Aleksandr Borzenkov, a young driver, and Lembit 
Tundo, a drunken loader, for...six rubles! 


The people's court of Tartuskiy Rayon sentenced R. Krillo, Yu. Silla, S. 
Telebuk, L. Tundo, A. Borzenkova and Kh. Kants to one year of corrective 
labor each at their places of employment, with 10 to 20 percent of their 
wages to be withheld. 


These and other similar instances point out the fact that the rural commun- 
ity has appreciably relaxed its struggle against encroachment on socialist 
property. It is long since time that a stricter procedure for recording 
and storing grain and other material values be instituted and the respon- 
sibility of those persons to whom they are entrusted be increased on "N'yu," 
"Elva," "Vynnu" and certain other sovkhozes. The work of rural people's 
inspectors, members of the "Komsomol Searchlight" and others must be more 
effective and flexible. That was recently indicated clearly to us in the 
CPSU Central Committee Decree “On Improving Work to Protect Law and Order 
and Intensify the Struggle Against Law-Breakers," which has been published 
in the press. 
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
